This  is  the  last  Keport — the  thirty-third  of  the  series — that 
I shall  have  the  privilege  of  presenting  to  you  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  East  Berks. 

Time  passes  on,  inevitably  bringing  many  changes  in  its  train,  and  it 
would  be  interesting  as  well  as  instructive  at  this  juncture  to  refer  to  some 
of  the  outstanding  changes  that  have  taken  place  during  my  term  of 
office,  but  present  day  circumstances  put  a limitation  on  such  digressions . 
At  all  events,  these  thirty-odd  Annual  Keports  place  on  record  a steady 
improvement  in  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Districts, 
and  that  must  suffice. 

Such  progress  could  not  have  been  achieved  without  the  loyal  help  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  the  sound  backing  of  the  respective  Councils. 
That  such  has  been  afforded  in  so  ample  a measure  for  so  long  a period 
speaks  well  for  the  cordial  relationship  that  has  been  a notable  feature 
between  Authority  and  Staff  during  the  years  under  review. 

The  personnel  of  the  respective  Councils  has  changed  many  times  in 
that  period,  but  the  tradition  has  remained  the  same.  Still  more 
remarkable  is  the  fact  that  until  a few  years  ago  I worked  with  the  original 
staff  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  without  change  until,  like  myself,  they  came 
to  be  placed  on  the  retired  list  as  a result  of  passing  years.  Only  in  the 
present  year  was  the  first  link  in  that  chain  broken  by  the  passing  of  Mr. 
Charles  Yorke,  of  Bracknell,  to  whose  memory  and  integrity  I pay  warm 
tribute. 
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For  myself,  a new  and  greater  field  of  service  lias  opened  up  in  tlie  form 
of  an  appointment  under  U.N.R.R.A.  that  will  enable  me  to  employ  my 
accumulated  skill  and  experience  in  helping  to  restore  the  devastated 
countries  of  the  Near  East,  and  with  me  I carry  the  cordial  good  wishes 
of  my  numerous  friends  and  colleagues  in  East  Berks  and  elsewhere. 

With  regard  to  the  present  Report,  there  is  little  that  need  be  said. 
It  is  meagre  in  bulk  as  compared  with  some  of  its  predecessors,  but  it 
does  preserve  the  continuity  of  record,  which,  I feel  sure,  will  be  maintained 
and  enhanced  by  the  ability  and  vigour  of  my  successor.  Dr.  W.  Brodie 
Moore,  of  High  Wycombe,  who  comes  immediately  into  office. 

In  conclusion,  I tender  to  you  my  grateful  thanks  for  your  kindness, 
courtesy  and  good  wishes  expressed  in  your  parting  gift  to  me  and  with 
a heartfelt  “ Fare  ye  well I take  my  leave  of  East  Berks.

INFANT  AND  MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

This  year,  18  infant  deaths  were  recorded,  10  males  and  8 females, 
of  which  3 were  illegitimate.  In  the  previous  year  there  were  20  and  17 
in  the  year  before  that.

Swabs  and  other  morbid  specimens  were  sent  from  the  Borough 
Isolation  Hospital  to  the  Clinical  Research  Association,  London,  for 
examination  up  to  the  end  of  September,  1940,  and  after  that  date  to 
the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Oxford. 

Frequent  samples  of  the  main  public  water  supply  are  taken  at  the 
Water  Works  and  tested  for  bacterial  purity,  all  of  which  have  proved 
uniform  and  satisfactory.  Apart  from  excessive  hardness  no  exception 
can  be  taken  to  the  water  supplied  by  the  Company. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

Two  Motor  Ambulances  maintained  by  the  Maidenhead  Town  Council 
are  available  for  general  and  accident  cases  arising  in  the  Borough  of 
Maidenhead  and  the  neighbouring  Rural  District  of  Cookham.  In 
addition,  supplementary  Trailer  Ambulances  have  been  acquired  for  use 
in  the  event  of  air  raids.  There  is  a special  ambulance  attached  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  for  cases  of  infectious  disease.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICE. 

(i)  The  Berks  County  Council  is  the  Local  Supervising  Authority  for 
Midwives.  Apart  from  midwives  attached  to  Institutions  there  is  only 
one  private  mid  wive  in  active  practice  in  the  Borough. 

(ii)  The  Maternity  Service  of  the  Local  Authority  include  a 
Welfare  Centre  conducted  by  Dr.  E.  Mary  Bell  at  “ The  Wilderness," 
Cookham  Road,  an  Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinic  conducted  at  " The 
Wilderness  " ; there  is  also  a Municipal  scheme  by  which  all  non-insured 
expectant  mothers  are  examined  by  their  own  doctor  as  frequently  as 
need  be.  The  details  of  this  latter  scheme,  which  includes  post-  natal 
as  well  as  ante-natal  examinations,  have  appeared  in  previous  Reports 
{see  Report  1938,  page  25). 
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(iii)  Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  and  Children  is 
provided  by  various  local  agencies,  an  account  of  which  will  be  found  in 

the  Report  for  1938  at  pages  51-52. 

(iv)  Health  Visiting,  together  with  the  work  connected  with  the 
School  Medical  Service,  is  undertaken  by  three  whole-time  qualified 
nurses,  with  the  help  of  a Clinic  Assistant. 

(v)  Child  Life  Protection  and  the  duties  connected  therewith  is 
undertaken  by  the  Health  Visitors,  as  described  in  the  Report  for  1938 
at  page  53. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  of  this  District  has  been  described  in  detail  in 
previous  Reports  {see  Report  1938,  page  55).  In  regard  to  both  quantity 
and  quality  this  supply  maintains  a high  standard.  Frequent  samples 
are  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis  (about  twice  a week)  and  these 
have  proved  uniformly  satisfactory  during  the  past  year. 

The  Company,  which  is  a private  one,  derives  its  powers  from  an  Act 
of  1875,  and  several  subsequent  Provisional  Orders.  The  area  of  distri- 
bution covers  the  Borough  of  Maidenhead  and  practically  the  whole  of 
the  surrounding  Rural  District  of  Cookham. 

Emergency  Water  Supplies. 

Four  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  from  privately  owned  wells 
and  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  and  bacteriological  examination. 
The  reports  indicated  that  the  water  in  every  case  is  fit  for  drinking  and 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  water  from  these  wells  to  be  available 
for  distribution  to  the  public  in  the  event  of  an  emergency. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Work  on  the  Main  Drainage  Extension  Scheme  has  continued  through- 
out the  year,  but  at  a progressively  slower  rate  owing  to  increasing  labour 
difficulties.  Although  certain  incidental  works  still  remain  to  be  done, 
the  whole  of  the  new  sewers,  pumping  stations  and  Disposal  Works 
are  now  in  use.  As  yet  it  has  not  been  possible  to  subject  the  new 
Disposal  Works  to  their  fully  designed  load,  but  it  is  hoped  that  it  will 
be  possible  to  do  this  during  the  coming  summer.  Nearly  half  of  the 
houses  previously  drained  to  cesspools  but  which  now  have  main  drainage 
facilities  available,  have  been  connected  to  the  new  sewers  and  further 
connections  are  being  made  as  fast  as  supply  of  labour  and  materials  will 
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permit.  Already  a substantial  reduction  has  been  made  in  the  number 
of  cesspools  which  have  to  be  emptied  by  the  Council’s  motor  vacuum 
emptying  machines,  as  a result  of  which  the  number  of  these  machines 
in  service  has  been  reduced  from  three  to  two. 

Negotiations  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  the  difficulties  arising 
in  the  area  subject  to  flood  have  been  proceeding,  and  it  is  probable 
that  some  modification  of  the  pumping  arrangements  will  be  made  after 
the  war.  The  desirability  of  still  further  restricting  building  development 
on  land  liable  to  flood  because  of  the  drainage  difficulties,  is  being  con- 
sidered in  connection  with  the  Town  Planning  Scheme,  now  in  course  of 
preparation. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Collection  of  House  Refuse. 

This  Service  remains  the  same  as  described  in  last  year’s  Report  on 
page  16. 

Disposal  of  Refuse. 

The  Council  continues  to  dispose  of  its  house  refuse  by  composting 
with  crude  sewage  sludge,  by  contract  with  Agricultural  Contractors 
Limited.  Negotiations  are  proceeding  for  the  renewal  of  the  contract 
which  expired  in  1943,  in  substantially  the  same  form.  The  process  has 
been  the  subject  of  research  work  at  Reading  University  under  the 
aegis  of  the  Agricultural  Research  Council.  The  results  of  the  research 
work  are  not  yet  available.

Food  Decontamination. 

Exercises  have  been  continued  on  the  site  equipped  for  food  decon- 
tamination, and  efforts  are  still  being  made  to  increase  the  effective 
personnel,  which  is  at  present  10,  to  the  umt  establishment  of  16,  but  so 
far  without  success. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

Three  hundred  and  fifty  applications  were  received  for  advice  in 
baiting  and  ridding  premises  of  rats  and  mice  and,  as  in  previous  years, 
every  effort  was  made  to  co-operate  with  the  occupiers  in  ridding  their 
premises  of  rodents,  and  where  necessary  rat-proofing  was  advised. 

Rodent  Control. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Food, 
a Survey  of  the  whole  Borough  was  made  so  that  an  estimate  could  be 
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formed  of  the  rodent  population,  which  revealed  that  no  major  infestation 
existed,  but  widespread  minor  infestation. 

Two  men  were  engaged  for  the  purpose,  and  on  completion  of  the 
Survey,  a plan  and  detailed  report  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry. 
These  men  were  afterwards  trained  as  rodent  operators  and  are  at  present 
employed  on  the  extermination  of  rats  and  mice.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

These  matters  remain  substantially  the  same  as  recorded  in  the 
Report  for  1940  (page  42). 

During  the  year  the  Mid- Wessex  Water  Company  has  completed  the 
construction  of  the  new  Pumping  Station  at  Beenham’s  Heath  and  progress 
has  been  made  with  the  construction  of  the  water  softening  plant,  which, 
it  is  hoped,  will  be  put  into  operation  in  a few  weeks  time. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Wet  Scavenging. 

The  Council  possesses  a motor-vacuum  cesspool  emptier  for  the 
clearance  of  cesspools,  the  contents  being  disposed  of  by  discharge  into 
a convenient  manhole  in  the  sewerage  system.  Cesspools  are  emptied 
monthly  without  charge  where  no  public  sewer  is  available,  but  additional 
clearances  and  the  emptying  of  cesspools  upon  premises  within  one  hundred 
feet  of  a sewer  are  charged  for. 

The  figures  for  1943  are  : Number  of  cesspool  emptyings,  893  ; 
total  quantity  removed,  734,100  gallons  ; average  quantity  removed 
from  each  cesspool,  822  gallons. 

The  number  of  Cesspools  in  use  has  been  gradually  reduced  from 
645  in  1930  to  192  in  1942  (see  Report  for  that  year,  page  32).  There 
has  been  no  further  reduction  since  then. 

Dry  Scavenging. 

Collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  weekly  by  an  S.D.  refuse 
vehicle.  Trade  refuse  is  collected  by  the  same  vehicle  by  special  arrange- 
ment with  the  trader. 

Unusable  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Tan  House 
Meadow.  Salvage  is  collected  from  all  premises  and  is  sorted  at  the 
Council’s  Barkham  Road  Depot.  Waste  food  is  deposited  by  householders 
in  street  bins,  which  are  cleared  three  times  per  week,  and  the  swill  is  fed 
to  pigs  at  the  Council’s  pig  farm.

DISINFESTATION. 

Disinfestation  was  carried  out  at  25  dwellings  during  the  course  of 
the  year. 

Materials  used  were  “ Cimex blocks  and  “ Zaldecide  ” for  the 
application  of  which  two  special  sprays  were  obtained. 

In  all  cases,  repairs  of  an  essential  nature  were  carried  out  by  the 
Owners  of  the  properties  and  fumigation  was  carried  out  by  Council 
employees  before,  during  and  after  such  repairs. 

A letter  from  the  M.O.H.  was  sent  to  all  owners  and  occupiers  of 
infested  property  drawing  attention  to  their  responsibilities  and  a 
marked  improvement  took  place. 

There  were  a considerable  number  of  other  properties  which  it  was 
not  found  possible  to  treat  during  the  year  and  although  complaints  of 
these  pests  ceased  with  the  advent  of  the  cold  weather,  it  is  anticipated 
that  considerably  more  properties  will  be  requiring  attention  during  the 
forthcoming  year.

No  licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  the  five  slaughterhouses  in  the 
Borough,  general  slaughtering  being  now  carried  out  at  Ministry  of  Food 
Regional  establishments.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Wet  Scavenigng. 

Council’s  vehicles  consist  of  two  1,000  and  one  750-gallon  Dennis 
vacuum  machines,  the  latter  being  a dual  purpose  vehicle  with  inter- 
changing refuse  and  cesspool  emptying  bodies. 
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Workmen  employed  are  three  drivers  and  two  mates. 

The  contents  are  disposed  of  by  broad  irrigation  at  two  disposal 
sites — one  at  Bray  and  the  other  at  Cookham.  A full-time  workman  is 
employed  at  Bray  site  and  a part-time  workman  at  Cookham. 

The  following  Parishes  are  served  by  this  Service  : Bray,  Bisham, 
Cookham  and  White  Waltham. 

By  Besolution  of  the  Council  cesspools  are  not  emptied  more  frequently 
than  once  a month. 

I have  again  to  report  on  the  unsatisfactory  wet  scavenging  of  the 
area  during  the  year  under  review,  arising  mainly  from  breakdown  of 
machines. 

Briefly,  out  of  a total  of  900  working  days,  140  working  days  were  lost. 
The  health  of  the  personnel  of  this  service  has  remained  good,  and  there 
was  no  absence  arising  from  sickness  during  the  year. 

During  the  financial  year  ending  April,  1944,  4,605  cesspools  at  Bray, 
Bisham,  Cookham  and  White  Waltham,  were  emptied  of  6,155,000 
gallons  of  sewage  at  a cost  of  £2,070,  or  8s.  lOd.  per  1,000  gallons,  i.e.,  the 
normal  contents  of  one  cesspool.  For  the  previous  year  the  corresponding 
figures  are  4,865  cesspools,  6,550,350  gallons  ; total  cost,  £2,774,  or 
8s.  6d.  per  1,000  gallons. 

Dry  Scavenging. 

Salvaging  of  materials  is  still  undertaken  by  the  Council  in  conjunction 
with  the  collection  of  refuse,  irrespective  of  the  Besolution  of  the  Council 
made  on  the  1st  December,  1942. 

In  practice,  I found  that  it  was  necessary  to  carry  on  the  collection 
of  refuse  to  avoid  nuisances  arising  from  accumulations.  Such  collections 
have  been  made  as  regularly  as  the  present  mechanical  service  would 
permit,  in  conjunction  with  the  increased  amount  of  sickness  of  the 
collecting  staff,  coupled  with  the  breakdown  of  vehicles. 

The  service  is  a dual  one,  refuse  and  salvage,  and  has  not  functioned 
as  was  hoped  for.  This  is  entirely  due,  in  my  opinion,  to  the  individuality 
of  the  staff.  I have  found  during  this  year  that  one  machine  with  driver 
and  mate  could  do  their  salvage  round  in  approximately  4-5  weeks,  and 
yet  another  vehicle  with  driver  and  two  mates,  would  carry  out  a similar 
salvage  round  in  7 weeks. 

These  discrepancies  in  periods  of  collection  tend  to  cause  muddle  and 
also  a certain  amount  of  discontent  among  the  inhabitants,  and  also  the 
fact  of  dual  collection,  as  numerous  complaints  have  been  received  that 
the  vehicles  have  been  in  the  district  and  not  called  for  either  salvage  or 
refuse. 
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During  the  months  of  February  to  August,  I had  only  two  machines 
working  this  service.  During  September,  a new  machine  was  provided 
by  the  Council,  bringing  the  quota  up  to  the  original  of  three  machines. 
In  view  of  the  two-thirds  working,  I have  to  report  that  the  service  was 
well  carried  out.

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Slaughter  Houses. 


By  Government  Order,  all  slaughter  houses  in  the  District  have  been 
closed  down  for  the  duration  of  hostilities. 

The  bulk  of  meat  allocated  to  the  District  is  sent  from  Mr.  Dudley 
Sims’  slaughter  house.  Maidenhead,  whose  premises  have  been  taken 
over  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  for  centralized  slaughtering. 

The  Meat  Inspectors  of  the  Borough  of  Maidenhead  and  of  the  Cook- 
ham  Rural  District  Council  are  working  a night  and  week-end  duty 
rota  at  the  above  slaughter  house,  so  that  every  carcase  may  be  inspected. 

Two  hundred  and  eleven  visits  were  paid  during  the  year  to  butchers’ 
shops,  and  Central  Slaughter  House,  Maidenhead. 

Fifty-three  pigs  were  slaughtered  and  inspected  at  private  houses  and 
premises  after  the  owners  had  procured  a licence  from  the  Food  Control 
Office.

INFANT  AND  MATEENAL  MOETALITY. 

The  deaths  amongst  infants  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  18  ; 
10  males,  8 females,  of  which  3 were  illegitimate  ; while  in  the  previous 
year  the  total  of  infant  deaths  was  13.  The  chief  causes  of  death  were 
Premature  Birth  3,  Congenital  Defects,  Birth  Injuries  and  Infantile 
Diseases,  4.  There  was  also  I death  from  Diarrhoea  amongst  children 
under  2 years  of  age,  and  2 in  the  previous  year. 

There  was  1 death  due  to  Maternal  causes.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  Services  indicated  by  the  above-mentioned  headings  remain 
as  described  in  previous  Reports.  The  scope  and  extent  of  their  activities 
during  the  past  year  were  similar  to  those  recorded  in  the  Report  for 
1938  at  pages  153-154. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Of  the  15  samples  taken  from  public  mains  during  the  year,  all  gave 
satisfactory  results.  Three  samples  were  taken  from  wells  in  the  district, 
one  proving  unsatisfactory. 

Following  this  analysis  the  matter  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
owner  and  a piped  supply  has  now  been  laid  on  to  the  cottages  concerned. 
With  regard  to  the  installation  of  softening  plant  at  the  Beenham’s 
Heath  P/S,  progress  is  being  maintained,  but  slowly,  due  to  labour 
difficulties. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  sewerage  installations  for  the  Parishes  of  Binfield,  Crowthorne, 
Sandhurst,  Winkfield  and  the  village  of  Bracknell  have  been  reviewed 
at  length  in  previous  Reports.  Various  improvements  have  been  carried 
out  during  the  year.  Samples  taken  from  time  to  time  by  Inspectors  of 
the  Thames  Conservancy  Board  have  proved  saitsfactory. 

The  Rainfall  as  recorded  at  the  Sandhurst  Works  was  ; 

1943  ...19.4  inches.  1942  ...  20.00  inches.  1941  ...  22.34  inches. 

The  piggery  at  the  Bracknell  Works  continues  to  be  successfully 
maintained. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE. 

The  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  has  been  maintained  throughout 
the  year  in  spite  of  many  difficulties  of  transport  and  labour.  The  refuse 

is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 

Salvage  is  diligently  prosecuted  and  very  satisfactory  returns  have 
been  obtained.  The  total  sales  for  1943  amounted  to  £1,602  13s.  4d. 

For  1942  the  amount  was  £1,942  15s.  9d. 

One  of  the  Council’s  refuse  collection  vehicles  was  replaced  by  a new 
Dennis  refuse  freighter  of  10  cubic  yards  capacity.,  and  is  proving  a 
satisfactory  vehicle.

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  REQUIRING  NOTICE. 

There  are  no  notable  changes  to  record  in  the  sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  District  and  the  overcrowded  conditions  referred  to  in  last  year’s 
Report  have  been  eased  by  a reduction  in  population  due  to  the  return 
of  evacuees.  The  unsatisfactory  conditions  at  certain  of  the  premises 
used  as  temporary  schools  for  evacuees  mentioned  in  the  Report  for 
1941  have  been  greatly  mitigated  by  absorption  of  the  remaining 
evacuees  into  the  regular  schools. 


HOUSING 

Plans  and  Town  Planning. 

Planning  and  building  development  during  the  year  have  been 
confined  principally  to  alterations,  many  of  these  being  alterations 
required  in  connection  with  the  expansion  of  recently  established  war- 
time industries. 

During  the  year  8 new  cottages  were  commenced,  6 under  Ministry 
of  Agricultural  Scheme  and  2 under  private  enterprise,  all  for  agricultural 
workers,  and  the  work  is  proceeding  satisfactorily. 

During  the  past  year  40  plans  for  new  buildings  under  the  Bye-laws 
were  submitted. 
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Council  Houses. 

Necessary  repairs  and  maintenance  have  been  carried  out  and  work 
has  commenced  on  the  external  painting  of  all  houses  and  is  proceeding 
satisfactorily. 


FOOD  INSPECTION. 

There  is  no  Government  Slaughter  House  in  the  District  and  the 
inspection  of  meat  and  other  foods  is  confined  to  the  regular  inspection 
of  shops  in  the  District. 

Since  the  Ministry  of  Food  is  now  the  sole  buyer  of  milk,  a National 
Scheme  of  Milk  Testing  for  Keeping  Quality  has  been  inaugurated  to 
minimise  the  serious  wastage  from  souring. 

COWSHEDS  AND  DAIRIES. 

It  has  been  found  possible  to  carry  out  an  increased  amount  of  super- 
vision over  milk  production  in  the  District  and  although  shortage  of 
labour  and  materials  render  the  carrying  out  of  structural  improvements 
difficult,  some  ■ structural  improvements  have  been  put  in  hand  on  the 
premises  of  three  milk  producers.  The  number  of  producers  and  dairy-

INFANT  AND  MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

Amongst  infants  under  one  year  of  age  there  were  6 deaths,  3 males 
and  3 females,  none  of  which  was  illegitimate.  In  the  previous  year 
there  were  13  infant  deaths.  Of  these  deaths,  1 was  due  to  Premature 
Birth.  There  were  3 deaths  from  Diarrhoea  in  children  under  2 years 
of  age,  as  in  the  previous  year. 

There  was  one  death  from  Maternal  causes,  but  none  in  the  previous 
year.

Ascot  893),  who  holds  the  combined 
appointments  of  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Building  Surveyor  for  the  whole 
District  and  who  is  also  Superintendent  of  Scavenging  for  the  Parish  of 
Offi  AVmdsor.  The  supervision  of  the  Council’s  Sewerage  Works  and 
Scavenging  Scheme  for  the  two  other  parishes,  Sunninghill  and  Sunning- 
dale,  is  undertaken  by  Mr.  E.  J.  Toy,  “ Mascal,”  Ascot  (Te?.  Ascot  357).

Official  milk  sampling  is  done  by  the  County  Police. 

Sampling  of  other  foods  and  drugs  is  done  by  the  Inspectors  of  the 
County  Weights  and  Measures  Department. 

Samples  of  water  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes  are  taken  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector,  also  milk  samples  for  bacterial  content.  (See 
para.  “ Milk  Supply.”) 

Of  the  public  supply,  24  samples  were  taken  under  the  ” Six  Districts 
Agreement  (see  under  Water  Supply  ”),  of  which  4 were  in  Windsor

WATER  SUPPLY. 

A description  of  the  Water  Supply  in  this  District  was  given  at  length 
in  the  Report  for  1937  at  page  94,  which  need  not  be  repeated  as  the 
conditions  remain  unchanged,  and  further  comments  were  added  in  the 
Report  for  1938  at  page  202.  The  chief  source  of  supply  is  from  the 
public  mains  of  the  South-West  Suburban  Water  Company.  By  an 
arrangement  with  the  six  Districts  in  this  neighbourhood  on  the  same 
supply,  samples  from  service  pipes  are  taken  periodically  in  rotation  and 
the  results  of  the  analysis  circulated. 

Under  the  combined  sampling  arrangements,  operating  between 
neighbouring  Authorities,  24  Analyst's  Reports  were  received  during 
1943,  on  samples  of  water  taken  fron  the  public  supply.  In  no  case  was 
the  water  judged  to  be  unfit  for  drinking  purposes.  Four  of  the  samples 
were  taken  in  the  Rural  District. 

In  addition,  the  water  from  five  wells  in  the  Parish  of  Old  Windsor 
was  sampled,  with  a view  to  the  possible  use  of  these  supplies  for  emergency 
purposes.  Enquiries  made  during  the  year  revealed  the  existence  of 
“ supplementary  water  supplies,"  Le.,  wells,  springs,  lakes,  etc.,  at  110 
premises  in  the  District. 
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DEAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  drainage  and  sewerage  of  this  District  has  been  fully  described 
in  previous  Reports  under  this  heading  and  need  not  be  repeated.  Mr. 
E.  J.  Toy  is  the  Works  Manager  and  Sanitary  Superintendent,  whose 
address  and  telephone  number  are  “ Mascal,”  Ascot ; Ascot  357. 

One  house  was  converted  from  Cesspool  to  Main  Drainage  during  the 
year  under  review. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

As  mentioned  in  previous  Reports,  Wet  Scavenging,  i.e.,  emptying 
of  cesspools,  is  still  carried  out  in  the  Parishes  of  Sunninghill  and  Sunning- 
dale  at  the  few  houses  which  have  not  yet  been  connected  to  the  public 
sewer,  most  of  these  being  so  situated  that  connection  is  impossible. 
The  Parish  of  Old  Windsor  is  not  sewered. 

Dry  Scavenging,  i.e.,  removal  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  in  all 
three  parishes  and  combined  with  it  there  is  a well  organised  Salvaging 
Scheme  for  the  recovery  of  useable  waste  materials.

I submit  herewith  a curtailed  summary  of  work  done  during 
the  year  1943. 

One  of  the  chief  difficulties  of  war-time  administration  is  the  collection 
and  tabulation  of  data  for  Report  purposes,  and  the  details  herewith  are 
respectfully  tendered  as  a " token  " of  the  effort  expended  during  the 
year  under  review. 

“ Housing  ’’ — as  generally  understood — has  again  been  in  abeyance, 
although  the  advent  of  Circular  2871  in  October  last  increased  the  scope 
of  activities  to  some,  extent.  Four  Certificates  of  Essentiality  have  so 
far  been  issued  under  the  Circular.  In  addition  to  inspections  made, 
under  Public  Health  and  Housing  ” 80  visits  were  made  to  Council 
Houses  in  relation  to  repairs  and  decorations. 
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The  District’s  long  spell  of  comparative  immunity  from  Infectious 
Disease  was  somewhat  broken  in  1943  by  sporadic  outbreaks  of  Scarlet 
Fever  and  Measles.  Disinfection  of  rooms  and  contents  is  carried  out 
following  removal  or  recovery  of  the  patient. 

Milk  sampling,  for  bacteriological  purposes,  has  been  increased 
during  the  year  and  has  shown  the  standard  of  purity  to  be  reasonably 
well  maintained. 

Following  receipt  of  a Direction  from  the  Ministry  of  Food,  a general 
survey  of  the  District  was  made  to  discover  the  degree  of  infestation  by 
rats  and  mice.  While  numerous  small  infestations  were  discovered, 
nothing  of  a serious  nature  came  to  light.  In  conjunction  with  East- 
hampstead  R.D.C.,  the  Council  now  employ  a rodent  operative  on  disin- 
festation work,  his  services  being  available  one  week  in  every  three. 

Four  cases  of  alleged  overcrowding  were  investigated  during  the  year, 
but  in  each  instance  the  “ statutory  limits  ” were  found  not  to  be  exceeded. 
This  is  not  to  be  construed  as  meaning  that  no  families  in  the  District 
are  unsatisfactorily  housed. 

More  detailed  information  on  various  branches  of  the  work  is  given 
in  the  respective  paragraphs  following,  but  reference  to  the  many  addi- 
tional war-time  activities,  e.g.,  Salvage  and  Book  Drives,  Food  Decon- 
tamination, Emergency  Feeding,  etc.,  has  been  omitted. 

In  common  I know  with  all  my  colleagues  in  East  Berks,  I beg  to 
tender  to  you  my  sincere  and  respectful  congratulations  on  the  occasion 
of  your  recent  “ official  ” retirement  and  to  record  how  deeply  I have 
enjoyed,  and  I trust,  appreciated,  your  wise  ruling  and  true  friendship 
during  the  years  that  are  past.

In  view  of  the  Government’s  appeal  for  restricted  use  of  materials 
and  labour  for  property  maintenance  purposes,  the  Council  abandoned, 
for  the  war  period,  the  general  maintenance  policy  as  to  Council  houses, 
referred  to  in  the  Report  for  1939,  page  127. 

At  Council  houses,  80  inspections  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  effecting 
repairs  and  decorations  where  necessary. 

A proposal  to  substitute  a brick  wall  for  the  very  dilapidated  fencing 
surrounding  20  of  the  Council’s  houses  at  Ascot,  was  abandoned,  approval 
to  expenditure  being  refused. 

An  appeal,  against  the  decision  of  the  Council  to  refuse  permission 
in  respect  of  the  erection  of  buildings  on  the  Friary  Estate,  Old  Windsor, 
under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  (Interim  Development)  Order, 
1933,  was  dismissed  by  the  Minister  of  Town  and  Country  Planning, 
and  the  Council’s  decision  upheld. 

Considerable  attention  has  been  given  in  recent  months  to  the  matter 
of  Post-War  Reconstruction,  with  particular  emphasis  on  Housing.

SHOPS  AND  OFFICES. 

In  all,  15  visits  were  paid  to  shop  premises,  excluding  food  shops, 
during  1943.  Cleanliness  was  fairly  well  maintained  and  it  may  be  said 
that  no  shops  in  this  District,  employing  staff,  are  now  without  means  for 
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maintaining  a reasonable  temperature  and  healthy  atmosphere,  and  in 
all  cases  sanitary  conveniences  are  available. 


CAMPING  SITES. 


There  is  one  licensed  Camping  Site  in  the  District,  at  Ascot.  One 
application,  in  respect  of  land  at  Old  Windsor,  was  received  and  rejected 
during  1943. 


It  may  perhaps  be  appropriately  mentioned  here  that  under  an 
agreement  entered  into  in  1942  between  the  Windsor  Borough  Council 
(as  land  owners)  and  the  Windsor  Rural  District  Council  (as  the  Local 
Authority),  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  1932,  certain 
bungalows  on  Ham  Island  are  restricted,  for  use  as  permanent  dwellings, 
during  the  summer  months  only,  unless  specifically  licensed  for  continuous 
use  during  the  months  October  to  April  (inclusive).  Ten  licences,  as 
above,  are  at  present  in  force.  ^

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  REQUIRING  NOTICE. 

The  above  subjects  were  commented  upon  in  the  Report  for  1939, 
pages  I28-I29. 

The  provision  of  scavenging  and  other  public  services  for  that  out- 
lying portion  of  the  District  situated  on  Friary  Island  is  still  an  unsolved 
problem  as  the  Island  can  be  approached  only  by  a long  detour — some 
4J  miles — through  the  neighbouring  Rural  District  of  Eton  (Bucks). 
Negotiations  have  been  in  progress  for  some  time  with  the  Bucks  Local 
Authorities  to  take  over  the  work,  but  so  far  no  definite  conclusion  has 
been  reached.

There  are  11  dairy  farms  in  this  District,  of  which  1 is  licensod  for 
“ Accredited  ” production  and  3 for  “ T.T.” 

In  two  instances,  agreement  was  reached  with  the  Dairyman  for  the 
carrying  out  of  considerable  improvement  measures,  e.g.,  erection  of  new 
sterilizing  gear,  provision  of  concrete  cow  yard,  etc.,  and  these  works  are 
now  due  to  be  put  in  hand. 

Twenty-two  bacteriological  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis 
during  the  year,  covering  the  bulk  of  supplies  consumed  in  the  District. 
Individual  reports  are  made  regularly  to  the  Council. 

The  Council  gave  considerable  consideration  to  the  proposals  involved 
in  the  Government’s  White  Paper  on  " Measures  to  improve  the  quality 
of  the  Nation’s  Milk  Supplies  ” and  by  resolution,  recorded  their  objection 
thereto. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

During  the  year  under  review,  meat  for  this  District  has  been  supplied 
from  animals  slaughtered  at  the  Government  Slaughter  House  at  Windsor, 
which  means  that  none  of  the  five  slaughter  houses  in  the  Area  have  been 
in  use,  apart  from  occasional  killing  by  cottagers  and  others,  under  the 
Ministry  of  Food  self-supply  Meat  Scheme.

These  services  remain  the  same  as  described  in  the  Report  for  1938 
at  pages  234-235. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Public  W^ater  Supply  in  this  District  has  been  described  in  previous 
Reports  (see  that  for  1938,  page  236). 

Samples  of  water  were  taken  from  41  private  wells  in  various  parts  of 
the  District  and  were  submitted  to  the  Royal  Institute  of  Public  Health 
for  bacteriological  analysis.  Eighteen  samples  were  classified  as  good, 

3 passable  and  20  unfit.  Appropriate  action  has  been  taken  in  regard  to 
the  unfit  samples. 

Main  water  was  laid  on  to  Arborfield  Village  School  owing  to  insuffi- 
ciency of  well  supply. 

The  District  Council,  themselves,  had  the  main  water  laid  on  to 
Craven  Cottage,  Pinewood  Avenue,  Wokingham  Without,  the  owner  of 
the  property  having  failed  to  comply  with  a Statutory  Notice  issued 
under  Section  138  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Efforts  were  made  during  the  year  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  the  extension  of  the  Councihs  water  main  to  supply 
about  31  properties,  including  an  elementary  school,  situated  in  the 
Riseley  Banks  area  of  Swallowfield,  but  the  necessary  permission  to  carry 
out  the  work  could  not  be  obtained. 

The  consumption  of  water  was  approximately  the  same  as  that  for 
the  previous  year,  which  was  about  50%  more  than  the  pre-war  con- 
sumption, and  while  the  new  pumping  plant  and  trunk  main  scheme  has 
improved  the  general  position,  additional  storage  capacity  is  of  primary 
importance. 
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SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  is  now  only  one  swimming  pool  in  use  in  this  district,  Le., 
Henley  Bathing  Station  at  Bemenham. 

CAMPING  SITES. 

There  are  only  two  camping  sites  of  any  size  in  the  district,  Le., 
Robinson  Crusoe  Holiday  Camp,  Park  Lane,  Finchampstead  ; and  the 
gypsy  encampment  at  Mole  Road,  Winnersh,  the  particulars  of  which 
were  given  in  my  Report  for  1938,  page  248. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  temporary  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Kiln  Farm,  Earley,  has 
been  completed,  and  deals  with  the  sewage  from  parts  of  the  Earley  and 
Shepherds  Hill  districts.  The  Council  have  decided  to  install  an  electric 
automatic  air  compressing  plant  at  the  Wargrave  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
owing  to  the  difficulties  (including  the  shortage  of  labour)  which  have  been 
experienced  at  these  Works. 

Wet  Scavenging. 

The  shortage  of  labour  and  the  age  of  the  cesspool  emptying  vehicles 
continues  to  make  the  management  of  the  service  more  difficult,  and  it  is 
unlikely  that  conditions  will  improve  for  some  time.  The  number  of 
applications  for  cesspool  emptying  not  dealt  with  at  the  31st  March,  1944, 
can  be  considered  satisfactory  under  the  circumstances,  as  it  is  less  than 
half  of  the  anticipated  number  owing  to  the  exceptional  dryness  of  the 
past  year. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  regarding  the  condition  of  the  cess- 
pool sewage  disposal  sites,  but  additional  maintenance  work  is  required 
on  these  each  year.  It  will  be  appreciated  that  when  sewage  is  tipped 
for  a long  period  on  a small  area  of  land  a saturation  point  is  reached  after 
which  no  beneficial  results  can  be  obtained  by  this  method  of  treatment 
until  the  site  has  been  rested  and  reconditioned.  At  two  of  the  twelve 
disposal  sites  the  sewage  has  to  be  lifted  to  the  treatment  area,  and  this 
involves  the  pumping  of  about  40,000  gallons  of  sewage  per  day.  The 
following  Table  indicates  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  work  carried  out 
during  the  year  ended  the  29th  March,  1944.

Until  quite  recently  there  has  been  a monthly  collection  of  refuse  and 
salvage  throughout  the  district.  In  order,  however,  to  obtain  as  much 
salvage  material  and  as  quickly  as  possible,  a fortnightly  collection  for 
both  salvage  and  refuse  is  now  made  in  all  parishes. 

It  is  hoped  to  maintain  the  fortnightly  collection  if  the  necessary 
labour  is  available. 

In  common  with  most  other  districts,  a large  Book  Drive  took  place 
in  the  Spring  which  was  considered  to  be  quite  satisfactory. 

The  value  of  materials  salvaged  during  the  year  amounted  to  £2,440, 
exclusive  of  subsidies. 

The  Salvage  Depots  are  the  same  as  mentioned  in  last  year’s  Report.
